There wa’n’t much use of dig- 
ging for ’em, ’cause the snow woald pile in as fast as it 
could be dug out. ; 

“But the passengers were starving to death, and 
something had to be done. The relief party got a 
surveyor to locate the train as nearly as possible, and 
it was designed to put a party on top of.the slide with 
a drill to put a hole down through tothetrain iu which 
some food and drink could be poured. But.it.was svon 
found that the slide was shifting all the time near the 
top, and the tubing which was put in the. drill bole 
was broken off. That scheme had to be abandoncd. 
Then I suggested a plan which was immediately 
adopted. We rigged up a little iron concern to fit 
one of the rails, attached a rubber hose to it, and 
pushed it in by means of iron rods. Putting on one rod 
after another we succeeded in sbov ing it.clear in so 
that it reached the train. Using the rubber hose fora 
speaking-tube, we told the prisoners what they should 
do. Attaching the air-pump on the engine to this huse 
they pumped in hot soup and bits of meal and brea.!, 
vegetables, etc., every time they wanteda meal. Be- 
tween meals they pumped in whisky, beer, kerosene 
off and stuff like that—all through the same tuhe. 
Then I bad another idea. By supplying the hose with 
plenty of hot'water, and by keeping the pump going, 
we succeeded in thawing enough of the snow along 
the rail to let the passengers crawl out after they had 
been in there a week. Butthat air-pump saved their 
lives. I tell you an air-pump is a fine thing.” 











A GALLANT RESCUE. 


How a Boy Was Saved From a Burning Brooklyn 
Building. 


(Subject of Jilustration.] 

Moore Brothers’ grocery store, at Fifth avenue and 
Seventeenth street, Brooklyn, was discovered to be 
on fire early thé other morning. When the firemen 
arrived the hallway leading to the upper floors of the 
buildiag was filled with smoke and the stairs were 
burning. The structure is of brick and three stories 
high. The families tiving on the second floor were 
aroused by the arrival of the engines, and escaped. 
Jobn Ajfiderson, his wife and several children occupied 
the top floor, and found it impossible to make thcir 
way. down the stairs, but, after considerable difiiculty, 
were lowered to the ground by a rope. The children 
were so thoroughly frightened that they were utterly 
helpless.

They succeeded in reaching the street by sliding down 
the snow-covered awning and dropping upon mut- 
tresses. 

When it was believed that all the inmates of the 
house had escaped a lad was seen at one ot the win- 
dows. He shouted for somebody to help him. One of 
the policemen lifted a ladder to the building, but it cid 
not reach the window. The policeman lifted the lad- 
der to his shoulders, and, bracing himself, called upon

The charge against the lady was 
thaton the night of Feb. 7 she accompanied A, J. 
Jewell, a commercial drummer, of Syra:use, N. Y., 
to the Empire House, where Jewell registered as W, 
J. Moore and wife, cf Detroit, and where they took a 
room and remained over night. Mrs. King, whose 
arrest created a dccided sensation in social circles, 
is a very bandsome woman, about thirty years of 

ze, with large, durk eyes, preity mouth and fine 
form. 

After the hackman who had driven Mrs. King and 
Jewell to the botel had (testiiicd, and the ho.el clerk 
- bad told how he assigned the two people to one 
room, and how, at: 1‘o'clock in the morning, on being 
called to the roum, be bad found Mrs. King asleep in 
a chair and Jewell engaged in writing a letter, Jewell 
announced to the court that he would tell all aout 
the affair. 

Jewell swore that he met King a few weeks ago and 
entered into an agreement to assist bim in procuring a 
divorce, for which service he was to receive $200. 
Jewell’s task wasto place Mrs. King in. such a com- 
promising position as to render the procurement of a 
divarce an.easy matter. He accordingly assumed the 
character ofa lawyer and offered to procure for ber 
compromising depositions which be alleged King had 
obtained. She agreed to consult friends about accept- 
ing his assistance, and afew days later had an inter- 
view with bim at the Hawley House, at which she 
declined bis services. On that day Jewell began his 
dirty work in the conspiracy. He then ordered a hack, 
first informing the -hackwan to be sure and miss the 
train which Mrs. King desired to take. 

The train was missed, and there was no other that 
would take her home that night, and after consider- 
able maneuvering, Jewell prevailed on Mrs. King to 
go to the Empire House, where guests register and no 
questions are asked. He gave as an excuse that it 
would be much better for her to wait there than any- 
where else. She went, and unknown to her, and in 
furtherance of the scheme concocted by the husband, 
he registered as man and wife. Mrs. King’s indizna- 
tion wben she discoverad what had been done, he 
claimed, first revealed to him ber true character, her 
husband having represented ber to him as being an 
immoral woman. 

The perfidious character of King’s plot being thus 
revealed, he told her the whole story of the conspiracy. 
They both remained in the same room that night. She 
sat in a chair with ber hat and cloak on, and he wrote 
a number of letters, and passed the remainder of the 
time until morning ia reading. she left on the first 
trainin the morning, and be never saw her again unl 
she was brought into court.$ 

Upon hearing the story Judge Coates dismissed Mrs, 
King. A warrant was immediately served on King, 
who was ia the court-room, charging him with as- 
sault. This charge was simply to hold him until he 
can be arresied for conspiracy, the penalty for which 
is a term ip the penitentiary if the charge is sustained. 


SCHOLARLY “SUPES.” 


How Harvard Undergraduates Make Their Bow to the 
Boston Public. 


A Harvard undergraduate says: “You ‘see it’s great 
fun to get on the stage and have agood Jook at Patti 
and Nilsson and Sembrich and all the great singers. 
Besides, one gets a sig3t of society people in the au- 
dience, while not one ina hundred ever suspects who 
you are. But last year Senator — of Maine, had the 
very box we are in this evening. The opera was ‘La 
Giaconda.” Vou remember Nilsson and Sembrich and 
Fursch-Madi-were in it. There were at least a dozen 
Harvard men as ‘supers’ that night. Some were 
soldiers and had to warch down to the footlights; 
others were boatmen, peasants and so on. Well, it 
happened that Seuator ——’s son was ‘suping’ that 
night, and you can judge of his astonishment when 
looking about he saw his father, mother and sisters at 
the theatre, when be thought they were in Portland. 
He was the boatman in the second act, and bad the 
pleasure of rowing Nilsson and Sembrich‘almost under 
his father’s nose. His make-up was extremely pict- 
uresque—white trousers, striped shirt, with sleeves 
rolied up, and a red bandanna ticd about bis head: 
He was anything but in full dress attire. Now, his 
mother is noted for ber dignity and sense of pro- 
priety, and to say that she was shocked at the unex- 
pected sight is putting ic mild. 

“There was a time when Harvard men were tabooed 
off the stage. It bappened in this way: Some time 
ago, I think it must be neariy four years, Col. Maple 
80n brought out a fine cast at the Boston o: G!obe— 
I’ve forgotten which. In the repertuire was ‘L’ Afri- 
caine.’ No expense was spared io make the opera a 
success. Every detail was attended to. The s:age- 
setting wes perfect,and, to crown all, twenty-five 
Harvard men offered themselves to the colonel as 
‘supers’ for the evening. Nov, Col. Mapleson was 
proud of the appearance of these ‘supers,’ all athletic 
and of tine pbysiquc, and had them at rehearsa!, for 
these men to board ship. to be repulsed amid great 
carnage. 

“The effect ot the tableau depended on the realness 
of the attack. So when the night of the opera came 
around the theatre was packed, and everything went 
on brilhantly until the time of the fight. The curtain 
went up and showed a large ship with her broadside 
presented toward the audience.

CRAZED AT PRAYER. 


A Preacher Thrown From a Church Window Into a 
Grave-Yard. 


[Subject of Nlustration. ] 
The country for many miles around Wheeling, W. 
Va... 1s disturbed by a demonstrative religious revival 
which has been going on for some days at Wells’ Bot- 
tom, a small town pear Bay View, Ohio. ‘The climax 
of excitement was reached the other night, when the 
revivalist minister announced to the congregation that 
Chris. Dongel, a notorious infidel, had seen Goi and 
was ready to espouse the Gospel. At the foment of 
the announcement Mrs. Margaret Miller, the wife of 
Jackson Miller, a Justice of the Peace, sprang. upon 
a bench and uttered a piercing shrick. This was an 
unypromptna signal for a joyous outbreak. The man at 
the organ planted his feet ou the pedals and let the big 
instrument “go” for all it was worth. The Rev. De. 
Dodge, in a loud voice, commanded the people to 
shout with all the power of their lungs that the Lord 
might hear of bis triumph over Bob Ingers9ll and the 
devil. 
The command was obeyei to- the letter. Men and 
women left their seats and began todance up and down 
the aisles, calling upon Christ to descend upon them 
and give some manifestation of his approval. - A rush 
wags made for the pulpit, from the top of which the 
minister, in a delirium of excitement, dived head first 
into the surging mass below. The puipit was then 
torn down, the Bible ripped into shreds and the minis- 
ter hurled through a plate-gla3s window into an ad- 
joining grave-yard. 
The work of demolition thus inaugurated spread with 
increasing tury and lightning rapidity. Backs were 
kicked off the pews and even the flooring of the church 
was partially ripped up. 
A procession formed, and Dongel was lifted upon the 
shoulders of the women, who marched up and down 
the center aisle shrieking “Rock of Ages!” 
The meeting did hot close until 4 o’clock in the 
morning, at which time the interior of the church 
was a complete wreck. The following day, Saturday,

It is probable 
thatthese men do not want to meet Arthur Chambers’ right and 
left bowers, and their refusal to accept the challenges of the En- 
glish puziliste leads one to suppose that they cither lack the 
sinews of war or are afraid.

The first three rounds 
were of the cautious description on the part of both men, the 
Charlestown boy doing almost all the leading out, in nowise harm- 
ing his opponent. The fourth round was a trifle warmcr than the 
previous one, the Britisher leading off with spirit. Murphy mct 
him, however, and at every point outfought him. The fifth was a 
peat exposition from its outset. At its opening the Charlestown 
lad led with his left, catching Williams oa the face and nearly 
kaocking him off his feet. Williams was a nonplused youngster 
from this stage to the close of the batile. and Murphy got all over 
hi. receiving few, if any, blows in return. At the close of*the 
affair neither man was harmed. but on points Jakc Kilrain decided 
that Murphy was the better boxer, in which decision the entire 
audience co@curred. The spectators dispersed well pleased with 
the entertainment provided, and not a small number of them ex- 
pressed the hope that more shows, conducted im the same harm- 
less and genticmanly way, be soon arranzed. 


The “Globe-Democrat” last week published the fol- 
lowing about Mike Cleary: ‘ Mike Cleary has arrived from Louis- 
ville, where he recently knocked out Capt. Dalton. of Chicago. and 
was accompanied by Ed. Morril. He goes to Kansas City to sce 
some friends, and from there will journey to New Orleans. where 
he expects t> arrange meetings with some of the boxers that 
have announce thei¢ intention to visit the Crescent City.

After the Nzht ha) lasted Ih and 20m, a dispute 
arose, both handlers claiminga victory. The referee declared 
Scalper the winner and the decision was denounced as unfair by 
the backers and aimirers ofthe Brooklyn doz. In an instant sev- 
eral wravzles followed and then a free fight began. Many were 
knocked down, and those injured jerked out revolvers and there 
would have been hot work had it not been for the proprie‘or of the 
place, who sent one of hia attaches into the pit and ordered biiv 
to shout ‘‘policc.” In an instant the announcement worked lik 
magic and order was restored. The backers and admirers who 
had to abi-le by the referee's decision, paid over the money. They 
claimed they had lost by an unfair decision.

When you wash Lim do not use a particle 
of soap or you will prevent his licking himself, and he may become 
habitually dirty. Properly treated, dogs should be f-d only once a 
dsy. Mcat boiled for dogs, and the liquid in which it is boiled, 
shoul] be thickened with barley, meal or oatmeal. It forms a capi- 
tal food. The distemper is liable to attack dozs from four years 
old. It prevails most in spring and automn. The disease is known 
by the dullness of the eyes, husky cough, shivering, loss of appe- 
tice and spirits, and fits.. When fits occur the doz will most likeiy 
diz unless a veterinary surgeon is calied; in. While suffering from 
distemyer dozs siould be allowed to run on the grass, their dict 
should be spar: and a little sulphar be placed ia their water. Chem- 
ists who di«p:nse cattle medicines can gencrally advise with suf- 
ficient safety upor. the diseases of dogs, and it is best for unakillful 
person; to abstain from physicking them.

MAHONE'S RAGE. 
The Sof of the Little Senator Cleans Out a Washing- 
ton Hotel. 


[Sabject of Iustration.1 

On the night of Feb. 4. Officer Ejilis, while in the 
vicinity of Welcker’s Hotel, Wasbiagton, D. C., beard 
three shots following each other in quick succession. 
Entering the hotel-be found that Butler Mabone, son 
of Senator Mahone, of Virginia, while intoxicated had 
fired at several of the inmates of the house. It seems 
that young Mahone had become violent. and Jun 
Welcker, together with the watchman and the head 
waiter, attempted to pacify him, when be drew a re- 
volver and fired at each one. The shots attracted oth- 
ers to the spot. and young Mabone “as seized and 
carried to his room. Here he became so violent that 
it toox four men to hold him. The officer arrived at 
this time, and, finding bow matters stood, telephoned 
to the station tor aasistance. 

On returning to the room he found it vacant, nor 
did any subsequent search develop any sign of the 
ee —— 
his friends. 

The head waiter declares that one of the balls from 
the pistol struck bim on the finger, and showed a 
slight bruise on bis finger-nail in support of this siate- 
ment. 

About 2 o'clock next morning young Mahone wae 
found in Godirey’s saloon and arrested by Officer 
Wheeler. He teft $0 collateral for appearance in the 
police court nextday, and was therefore released. Mr. 
Butler Mahone is employed in the office of the Secro- 
tary of the Senate. 

A warrant was issued for the arrest of Butler 
Mahone, charging him with assault with intent to 
kill. It was based upon affidavits of the waiters at 
Welcker’s hote], who fled before Mahone’s balicts on 
the evening of Feb. 14. It is understood that bis land- 
lady has requested Senator Mahone to vacate the 
rooms occupied by himselt and son, as guests of the 
hotel have made complaint about the young man’s 
actions. 











A DEADLY AVALANCHE. 


Subject of Dlustration. | 

The startling news was brought to Salt Lake, Utah, 
Feb. M4, that the town of Alta was pearly wiped out by 
an avalanche. It had been snowing for a week -ana : 
was then twelve feet decpon a level, with the siorm 
still raging. 

On the fatal night soon after 8 o'clock a tremendous 
volame of snow swept down over the Emma mine 
works, doing no damage there except taking the 
smoke-stack along. Then it struck the town, crushing 
about taree-fourths of it, but, fortunately, many of the 
houses were deserted for the winter. 

The place is built at the foot of converging guiches 
and the slides had a fair mark. Tucker's boarding- 
house was swept away and his botel crushed. The 
Vallejo works, including buildings and tramways, 
were crushed. Two men at this mine happened to bo 
m the drift und escaped injury. 

A large portion of the victims were in the boardins- 
heuse and hotel. Twenty-cigtt in all were buried, but 
twelve were duz out alive next morning. The rest are 
undenbtedly dead. The men from the City Rocks and 
Evergreen mines formed a digzing force to get out the 
bodies. Three had been taken out at last accounts, 
amid much difficulty. The rescuers battled with a 
heavy storm and low temperature. 

Timothy Madden was not dead when brought out, 
but died soon after. The bodies of James Watson and 
Mrs. John Ford were taken out quite dead.
